The Horrible Facts of tbe Siege of 
Santiago. 

The terrible sufferings of the 
Americans in front of Santiago, 
of the Spaniards and innocent non- 
combatants within the town will 
sometime be completely revealed, 
but when that happens public in¬ 
terest will have declined. The 
time to lay bare all the hideous¬ 
ness of battle and siege is while 
the public mind is concentrated 
upon it. In yesterday’s dispatches 
from the front we obtained a few 
glimpses of human suffering. 
“The stench due to dead men and 
horses about our position is fright¬ 
ful,” writes one correspoodent. 
“Orders not to shoot vultures have 
had to bo Issued,” writes another. 
“Several members of a Massachu¬ 
setts regiment have been repri¬ 
manded” for killing them, because 
“the vultures are serviceable in 
helping the searchers to find the 
dead.” The dead have their flesh 
eaten away by land crabs and their 


It becomes necessary, occasion¬ 
ally, even in civilized, Christian¬ 
ized communities, to protest 
against cruelty, neglect, or exter¬ 
mination in behalf of that part of 
the creation guided by instinct, as 
practiced thoughtlessly or mali¬ 
ciously by those to whom is given 
the power of thought and reason. 
That such a state of things should 
exist seems strange, in view of the 
advantages and benefits we derive 
from these same “lower ordex*s” of 
beings. They are, however, well 
protected by our laws, and it is 
well occasionally, to quote some 
extracts from these. 

Boys who think it sport to hunt 
birds’ eggs, or shoot or otherwise 
kill birds, need a reminder that the 
sport has sometimes to he dearly 
paid for. And the man who 
neglects or abuses his horses, cows, 
or other live stock, is not only a 
loser by consequent deterioration, 
but is also liable to punishment 
by law. The following extracts 
are from our State laws: 

Whoever kills, or has iu his posses¬ 
sion, except alive, any birds commonly 
known as larks, robins, swallows, spar¬ 
rows, oi* orioles, or other insectivorous 
birds, crows, English sparrows and 
hawks excepted, forfeits not less than 
one dollar and uot more than five dol¬ 
lars, for each such bird killed, and the 
possession by auy person of such dead 
bird, is prima facie evidence that he 
killed such bird. 

Whoever at any time wantonly takes 
oi* destroys the nest, eggs, or unfledged 
young of any wild bird except crows, 
hawks and owls, or takes any eggs or 
young from such nests, except for the 
purpose of preserving the same as speci¬ 
mens, or of rearing said young alive, 
forfeits not less than one dollar nor 
more than ten dollars for eachnest, egg, 
or young so taken or destroyed. 

Every person who cruelly overdrives, 
overloads or overworks, who tortures, 
maims, wounds, or deprives of neces¬ 
sary sustenance, or who cruelly heats, 
mutilates or kills any horse or other 
animal, or causes the same to be done, 
or having the charge or custody thereof, 
as owner or otherwise, unnecessarily 
fails to provide such animal with 
proper food, drink, shelter, and protec¬ 
tion from the weather; every person, 
owning or having the charge or.custody 
of any animal, who knowingly and 
wilfully authorizes or permits the same 
to suffer torture or cruelty; and every 
owner, driver, possessor or person hav¬ 
ing the custody of an old maimed, dis¬ 
abled, or diseased animal, who cruelly 
works the same when unfit for labor, or 
who cruelly abandons such animal; and 
every person who carries or causes to 
be carried, or has the care of, in or upon 
a car or other vehicle or otherwise, any 
animal iu a cruel or inhuman manner, 
shall for every such offence be pun¬ 
ished by imprisonment in jail not ex¬ 
ceeding one year, or by fine not less 
than five dollars and n^t exceeding two 
hundred dollars, or both.
